another momentous occasion for 

the World Game in Australia. It is 
the date of the first ever match 
between Hungary and Australia. The 
fixture takes pa in the home of the 
Magyars - Budapest. 

In 1953 the fabulously talented: 
Hungarians travelled to Wembley 
Stadium to challenge the seemingly 
indomitable England on their home turt 
A tough encounter was expected but 
what eventuated 90 minutes after the 
first whistle stunned people across the 
sporting world 

England scored three times but the 
“Mighty Magyars’ had put away six. The 
country that invented the game, the 
place which was looked to for 
inspriation and innovation, indeed the 
keepers of the ‘Laws of the Game’, had 
fallen at home for the first time against 
a‘foreign’ or non British country. 

Amongst the Hungary team that day 
was Ferenc Puskas, surely one of 
Association football’s all time greats: 
The man with silky skills joined many 
thousands of his fellow countrymen 
barely three years later as they left 
hame to become political refugees, The 
ns had decided that the 
arian leader, Kardar, was a threat 
to their ‘preterred” iron fisted rule in the 
Soviet states, 

Puskas joined the Jegendary Real 
Madrid and helped them to unmatched 
European Cup success. This goalscorer 
notched two hat-tricks in European Cup 
finals for the team who play in an all 
white strip. One of these was in 1960 at 
tbrox, Glasgow when the home of 
Rangers echoed to 70,000 voices 
chanting in unison “Ole”. They did this 
as Real. toyed with Eintracht Franfurt. 
Each time a Real player touched the 
ball and played it on it was, “Ole”. 

Eintracht scored three times but the 
Spanish team put away four more. 
Many people throughout Europe 
watched the game live on TV, although 
only on black and white, 

Puskas went on to play for Spain. He 
was a rare dual international. In the late 
1980s some enterprising South 
Melbourne persons persuaded this 
revered figure to take on the job of

coach. So Ferenc Puskas, the legend, 
played his part in Australia’s 
development, 
While the Australian team is in © 
Budapest, capital of Hungary, Mr 
Puskas celebrates his 70th birthday. He 
has returned, you see, to the country of 
his birth-and is currently President of 
the Hungarian Football Association. 

The boys in the Green and Gold will 
undoubtedly shake hands with Ferenc 
Puskas before the game against 
Hungary. That alone is 2 privilege. Will 
some of the power of this Magyar 
Master rub off onto the players 
tomorrow night? That remains to be 
seen. 

With four games under his belt as 
Australian coach, Oz Tel (Terry 
Venables), will be keen to see what 
Graham Arnold, Tony Popovic and 
Kevin Muscat can contribute towards 
the team. Popovic and Arnold will take 
the long journey over the North Pole 
from Tokyo to Europe, to be with their 
Aussie mates. j 

If Arnold is given a chance, he may 
find it strange having other players up 
front with him.

to bear grudges. The 
long-serving University of 
Canberra coach could be 
excused if he did not have a 
good word for the Neame 
report on ACT soccer 
which, at the start of the 
1990s, virtually consigned 
his club, and all others 
belonging to institutions, to 
second-grade status, 

It was a severe blow for the 
university, which was then 
one of the powers of the ACT 
League, and it was only after 
some bitter arguments that it 
eventually took up a place ina 
lower division. 

Now, with the Neame 
report consigned to history, 
the university is back in the 
Premier League and Taglieri 
is ready to make his peace 
with the past. 

“In fact, there were a lot of 
other elements in the report 
that were really good - it sets 
standards which this club is 
still pushing to attain,” he 
said. 

“Our problem was with the 
way the executive of the time 
went about its business.” 

As far as Taglieri is 
concerned, the university 
belongs in the top flight, even 
if its first season back in 1996 
was less than memorable. 

“We were bottom until the 
last day of the season when 
we beat Weston Creek and 
finished ahead of Monaro,” he 
said. “This year I think we 
have the potential to do a fair 
bit better.” 

That was not always his 
opinion. “On the basis of the

Cantona, out of 
the French national team 
for over two years, is the 
people’s choice to play for 
the hosts of the 1998 
World Cup, according to a 
new survey. 

In a poll published by 
Sunday newspaper Le 
Journal du Dimanche, 
Cantona, who last played for 
France in a January 1995 
friendly against the 
Netherlands, was named by 
76 per cent of respondents 
as their first choice in 
France's ideal team. 

Second placed Patrice 
Loko was picked by 60 
percent while Newcastle's 
David Ginola, another 
player ignored by French 
manager Aime Jacquet, was 
chosen by 48 percent. 

But Cantona was not as 
successful among people 
with a real interest of soccer. 
He was only the fourth 
choice of the 33 per cent of 
respondents who said they 
were interested in the sport. 

The poll also underlined 
France’s lack of love for 
soccer 14 months before the 
county hosts the World Cup 
as 67 per cent overall, and 
84 per cent of women, said 
they had ro interest in the 
game.

Kart Roethlisberger, who 
officiated at both European 
and World Cup matches, last 
week was barred for life by 
UEFA for attempted bribery 
in an October 1996 
Champions Cup game 
between  Switzerland’s 
Grasshoppers and Auxerre of 


France. 
He has protested his 


innocence. 

Saturday’s Blick newspaper 
and its Sunday sister, 
SonntagsBlick, also reported 
that Roethlisberger bad 
approached their sports editor 
with an offer to bribe the 
referee in a Switzerland- 


Norway World Cup qualifier 
last November. 


Blick merely had to come 


up with 100,000 Swiss francs 
($A88,000) - which it could 
possibly raise from the 
match’s main sponsor, Credit 
Suisse, 


Blick said it rejected the 


offer and Credit Suisse 
refused to have anything to do 


with the whole affair. 

Blick sports editor Rainer 
Meier said he had informed 
UEFA of the incidents. But he 
had no proof because his tape 
recorder was not working 
properly during the 
conversation with the Swiss 
referee. 

He also speculated that 
Roethlisberger’s actions were 
part of a wider match-fixing 


ring. 

When asked about the 
Blick charges, Roethlisberger 
insisted the allegations were 


not true. 

He told Swiss TV that 
Blick had actually asked him 
to use his influence with the 
match referee but he refused. 

UEFA officials could not 
be contacted for comment 
during the Easter break. There 
was no immediate reaction 
from the other referees 
concerned. 

The Swiss soccer 
federation and national trainer, 
Rolf Fringer, said the 
allegations of bribery came as 
acomplete shock to them, 

Roethlisberger has 
protested his innocence 
against the UEFA charges and 
accused the European 
authority of “character 
assassination.” He is expected 
to challenge the lifetime ban 
before today’s deadline for 


appeal, ° f 
The UEFA charges against 
Roethlisberger relate to the 


Champions Cup game 
between Swiss club 
Grasshoppers and Auxerre of 
France in October 1996, at 
which Vadim Zhuk of Belarus 
was the referee. UEFA said 
Roethlisberger contacted the 
Swiss club and said that Zhuk 
was a friend who could be 
persuaded, for a fee, to be 
lenient toward Grasshoppers. 
Grasshoppers general manager 
Erich Vogel and club 
president Romano Spadero 
informed UEFA what had 
happened, 

Referee Zhuk is also under 

investigation. UEFA said he

BROWN APPOINTED NATIONAL COACH 


reg Brown has been 
appointed National 


Coach to lead 
Australia to the 1999 World 
Cup and the Sydney 
Olympic Games in 2000. 

Announced at a special 
press conference last Thursday 
held in the Canberra's Rex 
Hotel, the long-awaited 
decision capped off an 
immensely busy period of 
activity for women’s Soccer in 
Australia, 

Tipped from the start by 
observers as a favourite for the 
position since the news last 
November of Tom Sermanni’s 
departure to J-League club 
Sanfrecce Hiroshima, Brown 
is delighted _ with his 
‘appointment, 

“Obviously I’m honoured,” 
he said, having recently taken 
charge of the Australian team 
along with fellow Assistant 
National Coach Jeff Olver for 
the Ram Sports Cup against 
Olympic Champions USA. 

“There was a lot of interest 
from some very high prolific 
coaches, as I think everybody 
now realises the important job 
that it is. In the end, they 
selected me and I’m very 

happy.”

TOP COACHES 
SOUGHT 


The whole _ selection 
process saw the AWSA Board 
headhunt some of the top 
coaches both here in Australia 
and indeed the world. The 
much publicised hunt for 
Frank Farina’s signature 
ended with the star 
coach/player turning about 
face and sticking with the 
Brisbane Strikers. 

But one much less known 
point of interest is that USA 
Coach Tony DiCicco, 
considered the number one 
women’s coach in the world, 
expressed very keen interest in 
the Australian job and 
seriously sought out an offer 
while he was here.

CREDENTIALS 


Brown comes into the job 
highly credentialed both as a 
coach and player despite his 
tender years, at age thirty- 
four. He leaves a top position 
at the Queensland Academy of 
Sport, a role which saw him at 
the helm of the men’s Soccer 
Program since 1994, as well as 


the women’s program which 
he took over the following 
year. 

Born-in Manchester, he 
played as a junior for four 
years at Manchester United 
until the age of sixteen, but 
never signed a contract with 
the famous club and was 
Teleased to play semi- 
professionally, turning out for 
non-League clubs Southport, 
Hyde United, Mossley, and 
Staleybridge Celtic over the 
next six years. 

it was fate which then 
brought him across to the 
Tasman, New Zealand club 
Napier on the look out for a 
striker, While at his next club 
Miramar Rangers in 1986, 
Brown was selected to 
Tepresent New Zealand against 
a touring USSR XI. 

The following year he 
accepted a contract to play in 
Australia with Parramatta 
Eagles and ent on to play 
eight seasons there, picking up 
‘top goalscorer’ for his two 
clubs Parramatta and West 
Adelaide for all but one 
‘season, 

Brown’s talent in front of 
goal was also recognised at 
national level with his 
selection in 1991 to play for 


Australia, Because his four 


games for New Zealand had _ 


not been full internationals, 
this made his debut in the 
green and gold possible and he 
finished his career with 
sixteen appearances for 
Australia including twelve 
international caps. 

He has no hesitation in 
naming the highlight of his 
playing career as the 
Socceroos’ match against 
England at the Sydney 
Football Stadium.

The relatively young coach 
has more than proyed his 
worth in women’s football 
both through his involvement 
with the National Team and 
his work at the QAS. 

His appointment comes less 
than a week after he led the 
QAS to become inaugural 
national league champions, a 
competition which proved a 
huge success from both the 
state and national viewpoints. 

«It’s always great to win 
things, and this was a bit 
sweeter being the first one,” 
he said of the Maroons’ 
victory, “It’s also important 
the players have goals in 
Australia they can be proud of 
achieving.

“In 
defence, you need to work on 
not giving too much away, but 
the next step is to have an idea 
of what to do with the ball 
when you have it.” 

“That's what we tried to do 
against the USA, 

We were very much the 
underdogs, but we still wanted 
fo attack them and see how 
they'd react to that. 

“The biggest thing to come 
out of the series was that these 
Players are now quite 
confident. In the first game 
we showed them too much 
Tespect — there was a feeling 
of inferiority, but coming out 
of the third match, this was 
not the case. Now next time, 
we can take the game to them. 


FULL-TIME 


Finally Brown added: “As a 
team, we need as many 
international matches as 
possible; and AWSA is 
working at doing that. 
They’re keen for a full-time 
program, which I think is 
essential but the timing has to 
be right. 


‘Sharon Black: Scored plenty of goals. 
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He stresses this will involye 
visiting each state to work 
more directly with the ITC 
and state coaches in striving 
for a more coordinated 
approach nationwide, 

Apart from needing to ‘tie 
up a few loose ends’, Brown 
has made an immediate start 
in his new position, and from 
next week should be able to 
concentrate wholly on the job. 
It will however be a while 
before he can make the move 
south to Canberra, but will 
work from his current base in 
Brisbane until that time. 

As for ambitions, Brown 
remains reserved in his 
response. “I’m not looking 
past taking the team to the 
Olympics. I don’t think you 
can. I'll set short term goals 
Ieading up to then in terms of 
the program, but I’m not 
tooking past the Olympics.” 

Brown's first international 
assignment will be the US 
Cup in May/June with the 
team probably not assembling 
before that time. 

With the appointment now 
made, the job of working 
toward World Cup and 
Olympic success can now get 
underway in eamest.

History: Stenhousemuir was a village, although it is now part of Falkirk. Two other 
League clubs are only minutes away. In 1921 they entered the league playing at 
Ochilview - a ground that had been home for the team since 1890. On November 7 
195] the ground played host to the first floodlit game in Scotland when Stenhousemuir 
played Hibs in a friendly 

In 1992 the club agreed to sell the ground to a supermarket chain however the plan 
was rejected by council, so plans have been drawn up to transform the ground instead. 
The B and Q cup of 1995 was the club's first trophy. In 1994 the pitch was moved 7 
metres to give room for a new stand, opened in August of 1996. The club is probably best 
known for their 100 strong fan club in Norway!

Ti season saw the introduction of the two rebel 


clubs from the Southern league. Lincoln failed re- 

election and their place was taken by Bradford Park 
Avenue while Tottenham gained a place after Stoke had 
resigned. Bradford were the first new team to enter the 
league in the twentieth century and of all teams that 
failed to win re-election they played in the football 
league the longest. 

In the first division new boys Bradford City and 
Leicester struggled. City survived the drop on goal 
difference over Manchester City (despite scoring 20 less 
goals than the Maine Rd club), whilst Leicester finished 
last with only 8 wins. At the top , the other Manchester 
team did not defend their title. Instead Newcastle won it, 
well clear of Everton who were wedged between the other 
north east giants Sunderland. Newcastle's total loss 
column was less than double digits whilst they only drew 
five games. Amazingly, they only scared 10 more goals 
that season than last placed Leicester Fosse. 

The second division saw Bolton pip Tottenham and 
WBA into equal second place by a point. The new boys 
beat West Brom for the second promotion spot on goal 
difference. Blackpool were bottom one point behind 
Chesterfield. 

In the FA Cup the previous league champions met the 


ie attendance for the final was 
71,401. For Man Utd, it had come against the odds for in 
the fourth round they had been 1-0 down away at Burnley 
when the game was abandoned after 72 minutes. The 
team from the North made the most of the final with free 
flowing football especially from their wingers Meredith 
and Hall. The only goal of the game came after Halse hit 
the bar for United and Turnbull put in the rebound. So the 
Man Utd side took home the FA Cup for the first time. 

The Southern League saw Northampton victorious. The 
side was managed by none other than Herbert Chapman 
who was destined to become a managerial giant. He took 
over Northampton when they were rock bottom but he 
rebuilt the side to win the title over Swindon (who scored 


an amazing 96 goals). Despite that effort Swindon lost 
thr apes more than Northampton and so came second. 
Swindon had actually defeated Northampton 1-0 but 16 
days later lost to Luton whilst the eventual champions 
drew with QPR. The side arrived in Northampton to huge 
crowds and found out that they had clinched the title that 
day. New boys Exeter did very well to finish sixth. in their 
first 11 games as a professional club they scored 40 goals, 
and in the FA Cup qualifiers defeated Weymouth 14-0. 
Southend were the other new team and they finished 6 
places off Exeter. Brentford finished last - just a point 
behind Coventry. After winning 8-0 over last placed 
Chesham Town, Croydan Common clinched the second 
division title. 

In Scotland Celtic made it 5 in row as they won the title 
by a point over Dundee. A 2-0 win away at Queens Park 
by Dundee meant Celtic needed a point from their game 
in hand away at lowly Motherwell. Celtic won the game 
4 Clyde had a great season finishing third, Partick 
finished last with only 8 points from 2 wins and four 
draws, conceding over 100 goals the first time this had 
happened in the Scottish top flight (although Vale of Leven 
had conceded 99 in only 22 games in the second jeague 
season played), 

Abercorn were champions of the second division, three 
points clear of last season’s winners Raith Rovers. Azhurlie 
swapped their previous season's place with 
Cowdenbeath.and finished last. 

In a Sensational Cup Final drame the FA Cup was 
witheld after Rangers and Celtic drew twice (2-2 and 1-1) 
at Hampden Park. To get there Rangers had beaten Falkirk 
by the odd goal while Ceitic drew 0-0 against Clyde 
before defeating them 2-0 in the replay.
